(a) If he has passed the Preliminary or Intermediate 
or a part of the Final Examination of any of the 
recognised accountancy institutions, named in 
clause (c) hereunder or of such other institu- 
tion as the Council may hereafter decide by re- 
solution, shall be deemed to have passed the 
Preliminary or the Intermediate or a part of the 
Final Examination of the Institute as the Coun- 
cil may decide and shall be required to pass 
only the remaining examination or part of 
examination or examinations prescribed under 
this Schedule as the Council may direct. 

(b) If he has completed the practical training or a 
part thereof prescribed by recognised accoun-
